The  Trials  and  Tribulations  ot  a  Boy  in  His  Teens 

This  essay  is  not  for  girls  or  unsympathizing  old  women,  for  it 
tells  of  the  trials  and  tribulations  of  a  boy  in  his  teens.  I  will  try  to 
tell  some  of  our  hardships.  Of  course  I  do  not  mean  to  criticize  our 
parents,  for  they  have  the  right  idea  and  all  that,  but  they  pile  it  on 
too  thick.  The  “it”  I  speak  of  is  having  always  to  remember  to  do 
the  right  thing  at  the  right  time.

The  History  of  Washington  Junior  High  School 

The  length  of  time  taken  to  build  the  Washington  Junior  High 
School  was  about  one  year  and  the  cost  was  450,000  dollars.  The 
school  and  its  grounds  consist  of  twenty  acres.  The  corner  stone  was 
laid  at  the  south  west  corner  in  1923.  Regular  classes  began  in  Sep¬ 
tember  1924.  The  carpenters  were  still  working  at  the  time.  In  front 
of  the  school  there  were  only  large  piles  of  rocks  and  no  trees  or 
bushes  around.  All  the  rooms  were  used  and  34  teachers  were  em¬ 
ployed  .There  are  27  class  ro^ms  and  a  study  hall,  a  library  and  a 
gymnasium.  The  are  35  teachers  employed  now. 

The  teachers  who  taught  the  first  year  and  are  still  teaching 
here  now  are:  Miss  Susanna  Calahane;  Miss  Lora  Belle  Lepar;  Miss 
Ellen  Williams;  Miss  Teresa  Shanahan;  Miss  Dora  Merrill;  Miss  Ger¬ 
trude  Bond;  Miss  Sarah  Gortner;  Miss  Harriet  Shannon;  Miss  Clara 
Carpenter;  Miss  Linnie  Stanton;  Miss  Clara  Hazeltine;  Miss  Madge 
Price;  and  Mrs.  Jennie  Torrance. 

Mr.  Gustavus  E.  Bentley  has  always  been  principal  of  the  school 
and  we  hope  he  will  be  for  some  time  in  the  future.  Miss  Clara 
Carpenter  has  been  the  girls  advisor  since  the  shcool  was  opened.  The 
boys’  advisor  was  Mr.  William  Torrance  but  later  Mr.  C.  Parks  Belknap 
was  employed  for  the  position. 

During  the  first  year  of  school  the  day  was  divided  into  5  periods 
intead  of  6  .  There  were  no  study  periods.  The  assembly  was  held  the 
same  period  each  week.  The  time  taken  for  the  assembly  was  not 
taken  off  all  the  periods  but  one  whole  period  was  used. The  number 
of  pupils  registered  each  year  of  the  nine  years  areas  follows:
